Lee Harvey Oswald, far right, back, was a member.This photograph, taken in 1955, is the first hard documentary 
evidence that places Oswald and Feme together. After Kennedy's assassination, Feme denied ever knowing 
Oswald. This photograph was uncovered during FRONTLINE'S investigation of the Kennedy assassination for its 
program Who Was Lee Harvey OswalJ?" airing Tuesday, November IS, on PBS. Feme was a suspect in Jim Garrison’s 1967 investigation of the 
assassination. Some students of the assassination believe Feme was the link between Oswald and the Mafia. In 1963, Ferrie worked as an 
investigator for the New Orleans mob boss Carlos Marcello.
